EEGAEDING ASSESSMENTS FOB 


PAETY PURPOSES. 


Cannot be Made or Solicited 


by Officials.

Washington, Aug. 
27.—An 
official 


pronunclamento against political-" as- 
sessments to all government employes, 
contained In a circular letter of instruc- 
tions, was issued by the civil service 
commission yesterday, and will be pro- 
mulgated as general orders by all the 
various heads of departments. This ia 
believed to be the first time the com- 
mission lias taken part in any warning 
OL sucb a sweeping character, though it 
has several times given similar no,tice 
to postal, employes and to employes ot 
the treasury department. From several 
sections 'oE. the country complaints oC 
illegal assessments have just reached 
the commission, and the step taken, yes- 
terday is due to a desire, promptly .and 
effectually, to stop these methods of se- 
curing funds. The idea of the general 
circular doubtless having been approved 
by President Cleveland at Gray Gables. 


The warning is principally directed 


toward the postal and treasury employes, 
and the general orders embodying the 
Instructions will first be sent forth by 
tiie secretary o£ the treasury and tho 
acting postmaster general, the other de- 
partment executives following later. 


The 
circular' warns 
all employes 


against seeking or making contributions 
for campaign purposes within the juris- 
diction of federal offices, and from re- 
ceiving such contributions either with- 
in or-outside such jurisdiction, as well 
as giving notice to outsiders of the law 
prohibiting the soliciting of funds in 
United States buildings or rooms. 


The instructions cite the law on the 


question, the 
penalties 
prescribed by 


them, and calls attention to the fact 
that such action that takes place within 
the scope of the government's Jurisdic- 
tion form flagrant violations of the law 
and will be promptly investigated and 
prosecuted. 
The civil service commisr 


sion will take speedy action on all com- 
plaints of this character,'and asks that 
all cognizant of such Infractions of the 
law Immediately advise the commission.

An In&lllbln Indication of Dnath Said to 


H&ve Been DlBOovered. 


At last what seems nn Infalliblo indica- 


tion of death has been discovered. Scores 
of peoplS Imve a horror of being burled 
alive, and there have been many attempts 
nmde to discoTer somo test aside from time 
that will ussuro the friends that death lias 
really occurred and that the burial raoy 
safely proceed- Heretofore nono of these 
tests has been absolute, and each has fail- 
ed signally. 


Dr. C. L. Barnes, a Chicago physician, 


DOB recently been experimenting -with X 
rays, and ho now announces that they 
will determine positively whether real 
death, has occurred or whether tho patient 
is In a trance. Dr. Barnes mode a shadow- 
graph of his own hand, and on the samo 
plate laid tho.dissected hand of a cadaver. 
When the plate waa developed, after being 
exposed to the mysterious rays for some 
time, the difference In tho two radiographs 
was noticeable. The dead flesh, offered 
more resistance to tho ponetratlou of the 
royn than the living, and a glauce would 
determine which WM the hand of the i 
corpse. Othwr experiments which ho made, 
confirmed hifl opinion. The flnoroscope Is 
even better . than tho shadowgraph as a 
means of determining whether life is pres- 
ent or not. 


It seems "strange that thero should be 


DO accurate way of determining when a, 
man Is dead, but such is really the case, 
The absence of the circulation of the blood 
Is a fairly good test, but there oro In- 
stances of persons having recovered after 
the heart hod censed to beat, or at least 
beat so waakly that it wns not perceptible 
either in the breast or at the pulse. Mus- 
cular contraction cannot be relied on, as 
dead people will twitch when an eleotrio 
battery ia applied to them. Rigor mortis 
cannot be relied on, for tlmt is often pres- 
ent in the casa of catale.ptlcs. The gradual 
cooling of tho body has long been regard- 
ed by physicians as nn accurate test, but 
it ia now known that suoh a condition 
may follow the collapse which accompa- 
nies partial drowning. Xhe contraction of 
the muscles is an accompaniment of cer- 
tain diseases, and so is the discoloration of 
the skim -which Is noticeable after death. 


Dr. Barnes Is a -well known physician, 


and his discovery is regarded as one,of 
vast Importance. Ee has written several 
books on dissection, embalming and kin- 
dred subjects andins been experimenting 
with the X rays ever since Roentgen made 
his discovery known, —New. York Journal

The ^vorrt in nBcd 
MS fjlib'.y as if ic wr.ie as harmless as 
nny of the epithets employed for cam- 
p:usn purposes. One vrnulfl Hiiuk, from 
the; frequent uso of ;te» term by (ho.se 
who advocate tho sijiftlc gold staud- 
nrrl, thut tlic po.oplo v,;ho are. favoring 
the full reinonetization of silver by re- 
st.oriuR it to the frco coinage rights 
which it' nlv.-aj'K had until they were 
surreptitiously destroyed in 1873 were 
working to bring about: repudiation. 
Tho United States has not ;i dollar of 
paper money that is not redeemable iu 
silver, nor has it over had u dollar1 of 
bonded debt not lnvfully payable, by 
its express terms, in coin of the weight 
and fineness of 1870, when our "unit of 
money" was tho silver dollar and nil- 
ver, not gold, was tlic legal standard of 
measure. When v/e consider tho vast- 
ness of onr debt nnd the fact Hint it 
must be paid out of the profit of eiirn- 
inge on production, those who talk eo 
frooly of repudiation are playing with 
fire in a place crowded witb combusti- 
bles. 


There is n real repudiation, a funda- 


mental repudiation, the repudiation of 
the divine law that "tho laborer is 
worthy of his hiro," which tho people 
ara now fighting against by trying to 
gi?9 to the exchange of products the 
help of silver, which will nllow some 
profit out of which debt can bo paid. 
There is no other way lo pay it. It mnstt- 
be paid that way or not at all. The peo- 
ple who aro trying to continue the gold 
policy, which has already reduced prices 
of products to or below cost line, nud 
which, if k«pt up, must inevitably de- 
stroy our ability to pay our debts, aro 
working for repudiation—for funda- 
mental repudiation, for undermining 
the foundation of sound and solvent; 
conditions. If that is done, then the 
snperstrnclvtte of debt built on tho earn- 
ings of the people must crumble and 
fall. 


If we wero like England, a country 


having insufficient natural wealth to 
sustain onr people; if wo were just a 
bank and a workshop, having to go all 
over the world for food to supply bur 
population, for material which their 
sltill could fashion for man's uses and 
which bar ships could then distribute 
and peddle oct; if wo owed no debts, hut 
wero tho creditor nation of tho world— 
then, as n cold blooded, business propo- 
sition, irrespective of fairness or moral 
rights, ic might bo "business" to work 
the people of other countries and livo 
and got rich off tho sweat of the bro\va 
of other people, and in a cold blooded, 
business way vpo might push that ad- 
vantage to the limit which still per- 
mitted our debtors to earn enough over 
living expenses to meet interest and 
principal on credits wo had granted 
them. If wo went farther, we should bo 
destroying tho goose that laid oiir golden 
egg. Tho gold standard people are now 
choking thoir goose mighty tight. 


But wo ore a groat continent, with 


over 70,000,000 of people, with our 
whole land interlaced by rivers, checked 
over by crossing railway line's, sur- 
rounded by seas. Our natural wealth is 
only scratched on tho outcrop. If we 
can have fair prices for our domestic 
products iu oar domestic market, wo 
can carry our debts and win out. If our 
increase of production and exchange ia 
donn ot constantly lowering prices, which 
leave no margin of profit, we must in- 
evitably fail. 
Twenty-three years of 


gold has brought us to rock bottom con- 
ditions. Under silver wo made money. 
With its help we, shall make money 
again. Our people cannot afford to fail. 
They are, therefore, determined on u 
change of financial policy, on a policy 
trailed to our needs as a surplus and sell- 
ing country, which will make solvency 
possible. This calls for the help of sil- 
ver, with full rights of free coinago at 
our mints at its existing ratio of 1C to 
1. Theiro is nothing dishonest in that 
when the rest of the world uses it at 


to 1. That Wall street still talks 


about "68 cent dollars" only proves 
that Wall street has not yet got out of 
the elementary class. Bitter experience, 
a hard school, has given the producers 
a more advanced education.—New York 
Daily Financial News.

way is by making money scarce. It is 
said that the present low pricea are caused 
entirely by improved methods of pro- 
duction.

It Itf said that low prices are caused by 


over-production. 


The indication of over-production is 


cheapness that comes from tho fact that 
every one has all he wants or can possi- 
bly use of the one particular thing that 
has been over-produced. It means nn 
embarrassment of riches in that regard on 
the'part of the whola community. It is 
satiety. 


Does this agree with any fact ol "the 


present situation? 


Have we created so much wealth that it 
is made us all poor ? Are people hungry 


because there is too much food and ragged 
because there is too much clothing? 


Tho indications ol scarce money are 


cheapness ot all property and products— 
money hoarded, business 
languishing, 


labor idle and suffering lor the common 
decencies of life because 'they have no 
money to buy them with. Does not this 
agree wilk all the facts of the present 
situation ? 


Gold men say that all kinds of cheap- 


ness benefit labor.

Gold men say that free silver means re- 


pudiation, 
Suppose you had promised to 


pay a man a hundred bushels of wheat 
ovory year. If he gradually enlarged bis 
measure until it held two bushels would 
it bo repudiation o'n your part to.insist on 
a return to the standard mesisure? 


That is precisely our position.

Here the speaker Illustrated how the 


farmers were 
handicapped'by falling 


prices and an appreciating dollar, and 
that 'payment eventually becomes Im- 
possible. 


That is what makes' silver men of our 


farmers and .planters. They advocate a 
return to that financial system that shall 
allow them to pay their debts In dollars of 
the sauia value as those .that they bor- 
rowed. Is that repudiation? 


A debt is a promise to pay a certain 


number of dollars at some future time. 


A debt of SlOOO is represented aa the 


numerator of a fraction with the amount 
in circulation as denominator. 


The numerator ia SlOOO. That is what 


we promised to pay. 
If the mun who 


holds our note makes It read S2000—mul- 
tiplies the numerator of our fraction by 
two—we call him a forger, and if we can 
catch hiin we put him in state prison, 


If half the money in the country Is de- 


stroyed or withdrawn from 
circulation, 


the denominator of our fraction i3 divided 
by two and 
OUL' debt is just as truly 


doubled, for with only hulf as much 
money in circulation prices fall fifty per 
cent, and wo must give twice as much 
property to get a dollar as before. 


And this is true-not only of our debt, 


but.of every debt in the land.

ono dollar is called felony. 


.To double tho burden o£ all the deljts 


in tho land is called "soun'd finance''—

ness raon and manufacturers—those who 
employ labor.

'If prices are so low 
and so constantly falling that there Is no 
money to be made in business capital, 
factories and men will be idle.. 


There are three ways proposed to In-

1. By tho extension of bank credits or 


credit devices.

The cold men favor the first plan—by 


the extension of bank'crodits. 


We have seen-that values and prices in 


general depend upon the amount of money 
or its substitute in circulation. By dis- 
counting notes or by refusing to discount 
thciu, bankum are now able to greatly eo- 
lar^e or contract our circulating medium 
and thereby raise or lower prices. .Dure 
wo extend their power until they can fix 
absolutely the value of all our property
